prices of fresh meat cuts, both 
beef and pork, reached the low 
levels of the pre-war period with 
the close of business .last week. 
Armour & Co., announced Sunday 
in a public statement. Beef pric- 
es, the last to be adjusted, declin- 
ed to the lowist levels of the year, 
says the statement. 

Lower prices for live stock 
which have resulted from declines 
in feedstuffs and from excessive 
receipts of stock it} all markets 
have had marked influence on the 
wholesale selling prices of al! 
meats, resulting in a level of pric- 
es that ruled in 1914, in many in- 
stances. 

"Fresh beef carcasses wei e of- 
fered to the retail trade at prices 
that averaged between 14 and 15 
cents a pound, a price almost as 
low as in 1914. Light pork loins. 
I lie price of which is the index o f 
all fresh work cuts, sold for 21 
cents as compared with the pre- 
war price of 22 to 23 1-2 cents. 

Lard was offered at 6 cents a 
pound under the price of April 1, 
1017. which was 20..17 cents. The 
average price of sweet pi.ckled 
and cured po«ike products was 17 
cents, that being three cent-^ r.i 
der the price of April, 1917. 

"The market value of hides. 
14 1-2 cents in the aggregate of 
the ten grades, has dropped 6 cts.

the price that obtained' in 1912 
Subnormal value of b> -product' 
from cattle, of which hides is typ-

for the 1921 crop oftobacco to an av- 
erage at least above the cost of pro- 
duction, the Green River Tobacco 
^rarketintr A.-?ociation was formally 
launched here Sjiturday. The meeting 
was attended by a crowd of growers, 
from ever>' section of the Green riv- 
er country. « 

By practically a vnanimoos vote, 
the executive committee was given 
the right to conduct the suie of the 
1920 crop of tobacco for the growers 
who became members of the body. 

I'ledges wili be circulated at meet- 
isgs in every school district Monday 
night. The r.ame^ of the growers 
who do not sign the pledges will be 
recorded for the purpose of obtaining 
a correct estimate of the crop in thi? 
county. Each of the school districts 
will name a chairman to report to c 
meeting in OweTisboro Wednesday 
moming when it \\ill be learned what 
amount of the Daviess county crop of 
tobacco has bees pledged. 

It is the plan of the Executive 
Committee to lease local factories, 
and, if po.^^ihie. seme of the loo?f- 
leaf tobacco warehouses in Owen.--, 
boio for the purpose of handling the 
pooled tobacco. TV.c pledged tobac- 
co will be gr:uie<i an(i a price fixoH 
upon it by t.'-.e executive c<-,r:';r?-'.'tior 
The h'lyers ■uili be ad\-i?ed of ti""" 
amount and quality of tobacco fr«r 
sale and the minimum; prices they 
will be expected to pay. All of Am 
tobacco that is not takes by the buy- 
ers will be prized in hogsheads at 
Owensboro factories and stored in 
factories and warehouses until there 
is a market for it. it is thought that 
prnctically all of the low grades w;'' 
be handled in this manner. The co.-t 
of putting tobacco in a hog^ea** is 
about .S-2 per 100 pound.-;. The matter 
>f cutting out next year's crop will 
depend upon the amount of toibae^ 
that 15 ?old is this district thi- ?ca?or. 
It is probabiy .that this question may 
not be considered for several months. 

In the meantime, none of the own- 
ei's of the local looseleaf tobacco 
warehouses ha.s shown any inclination 
to close pending the organization of 
the pool and the floors will again be 
opened Monday. As soon as Daviess 
county organizetl, the campaign 
will be extended to other counties in 
l^e -Green River district and to south' 
em Indiana counties.

W. T. Mills, federal inheritance tax 
man, has been in the city for a few 
days lookinpr after the f^ovcvnir. cut's 
interest in sevei-al big estates which 
must pay the federal tax. Tliere are 
a number of them to bo Kiven consid- 
eration later. A small per cent of 
tax goes to the government where 
the estate exceeds $50,000 in valua- 
tion. One per cent of tax is collect- 
ible by the government after this 
fiR-are is reached, and two per cent 
after the next $100,00& has been 
reached. The per cent of tax contin- 
ues to increase -with the increase in 
the sum total of the valuation of tlie 
property left. 

Those in charge of the estates be- 
ing- investigated, have been apprised 
of the fact that they are expected to 
make a report to the government re- 
garding the valuation of the pr operty 
which, Mr. Mills said, they are doing. 

Uncle Saxai, while attentive, doe.s 
not hurry in such cases and "Mi: ^Hlls 
said that it would perhaps be a year 
before any tax would be collected 
from the recently bequeathed estates. 

"Madison coimty is rich in the way 
of big estates/' said Mir. Mills, "and 
I enjoy coming here. Theie is never 
any difficulty. I merely come to look 
after the affairs of the government, 
and about aU I huvo to do is to ac- 
quaint those in charge of the es- 
tates with the law pertaining to the 
government tax and they see to it 
that it is paid." 



SWIFTS PRODUCE REVIEW

DUCK RAISING ON INCREASE 



Long Island, N. Y., Contains Large 
Number of ' Commercial Farms— 
There Are Three Classes. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

According to the cen.SMis of ID 10 
there were 2,006,525 ducks tn the 
United States, valued at $1,567,164, 
allowing a decrease In nunilier of 
nearly 40 per cent as compared with 
1900. It should be statL-d, however, 
that else aniiual census of 3!I00 was 
taken June 1, and that of 1910 .-Vprll 
15, whicb fact would considcnihly re- 
duce the above percentage, aU hough 
only fowls three months old Ci- over 
were reported on only 7.1) per cent of 
the farms in the counti-y and are' most 
numerous in the following states, ar- 
ranged according to their production: 
Iowa, Illinois, New York, IV imsyl- 
vanla, Mis^iouri, Tennessee, Indiana, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, and 
Ohio, the number ranging from about 
225,000 head in Iowa to 106.000 in 
Ohio. Xew York is the only one of 
these stales which shows an increase 
in the miuiber of ducks, while sfil the 
others show a marked decrease. Long 
Island, N. Y., contains a number of 
large coniinercial duck farms which 
aj:ii;uently are quite successl'id. It 
would appear, therefore, that commer- 
cial duck farms are increasing some- 
what, while the production of ducks 
on general farms -.i^ a sidt; issue is 
decreasing, especially in the middle 
West. 

There are 11 standard breeds of 
duclis wliich have been admitted to 

the Aint-rioan stainLird of iiL-riei-iion. 
These may he divided into three 
classes: (1) the meat class, including 
the Tekiu, Aylesbury, Muyc«>vy.
